THIS AGREEMENT entered into this /3 "day of \Z/gﬂé@/géi%:, 1982
between the STATE OF ARIZONA, acting by and threough its DEPARTMENT
OF TRANSPORTATION, hereinafter called "State", and the City of

Flagstaff acting by and through its City Council, hereinafter
called "City".

WHEREAS, State is empowered by Section 28-108 Arizona Revised
Statutes te enter into this agreement and has by resolution, &
copy of which is attached hereto and made a part hereof, resolved
to enter inte this agreement and the Director of the Arigona
Department of Transportation has delegated to the undersigned

the asuthority to execute same on behzll of the State; and

WHEREAS, City is empowered by Section 9-672 Arizona Revised
Statutes to enter into this agreement and acting by and through
its City Council, has, by resolution, a copy ¢f whiech is attached
herete aznd made a part hereof, resolved to enter into this agree-
ment and has authorized the undersigned to execute same on behalfl
of City; and

WHEREAS, on the llth day of June 1981 an agreement was entered
intc by the State of Arizona and the City of Flagstaif for the
purpoese of establishing a bike path on & portion of the right

of way of U.S. Highway 66 and B89 (also known as Santa Fe Avenuel:
and

WHEREAS, 1t is desired to modify said agreemen? to extend the
length of said Bike Path; and

WHEREAS, the route of said Bike Path and its extension regquires
the use of the existing right of way of U.3. Highway 66 and 89
(Santa Fe Avenue), and

WHEREAS, City has by resolution attached hereto and made a
part hereof authorized the extension of the Santa Fe Bike Path.

THEREFORE, the parties hereto agree as follows:
STATE SHALL:

1. Allow City to enfer upon the existing right of way of
U.S. 66 and B9 for the purpose of constructing extensions to
the existing bike path, whiech sald extensions shall be constructed
on the southerly side of said highway beginning at Enterprise
Avenue and extending westerly to Verde Street and beginning at
Fourth Street and extending easterly to the junction with old
U.8. 66 near Panning Drive, and as shown in red on the attached
street map.

CITY SHALL:

1. Submit the construction plans to State for approval prier
to construction. Bike facilities will be designed in accordance
with American Association of State and Transportation Official
standards.

2. Acquire any additional right of way-reTessEryY T0 accommoda e
the approved bicycle plan. v, G
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3. Construct the bicycle path according to the approved
plans and the safety measures outlined in State's "Traffic Control
Manual for Highway Constructlion and Maintenance'., Construction
shall not be within three feet of the southeast curb of Santa Fe
Avenue, whenever possible. A3l signs and markings shall conform
to Part IX of the 1978 Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices.

4, Be responsible for the operation and maintenance of ssid
system and all costs related thereto. Said costs are to be
included in the City's annual budgetb.

5, Save and hold State harmless from all liability however
arising tc any and all persons, whether for personal injuries or
otherwise and Trom any claim of any person of damage to oI loss
of property by reason of anything done or permitted to be done
or omitted to be done by City, its agents and employees in and
about the area of the bicyele path.

This agreement shall remain in force and effect until terminated
by either State or City upon thirty (30} days written notice of
that intent, provided however, that the parties hereto shall
retzin any continuing obligations contemplated by this agreement.

411 parties hereto acknowledge that this agreement is subject to
cancellation by the Governor pursuant %o the provisions of Section
3B8-511 Arizona Revised Statutes.

This agreement shall become eflective on the date of filing same
with the Secretary of State.

Attached hereto and ingorporated herein by reference is a copy

of State's Resolution authorizing entry into this agreement, a

copy of City's Resoluticn passed by 1ts City Council, a copy of

the written determination of the appropriate attorney that Cilty

is authorized under the iaws of this State to enter into this
agreement and that said agreement is in proper form, and a copy

of the Attorney Qeneral's Intergovernmental Agreement Determination.
